They chose this gloomy place, not only be- 
cause it was nearly inaccessible, but because 
the hapless lady would there be in the 
keeping of that mort watobful of all gaolers, 
a mortal enemy. Margaret Erskine, mother 
of Williem Douglas, the owner of the castle 
had hed a son by James V., whom it pleased

Give the Beys a Chance, 

One of the surest methods of attaching a 
boy to the farm, is to let him have some- 
thing upon it for his own. Give him a emall 
plot of ground to cultivate, allowing him the 
proceeds for his own use. Let him have his 
steers to break, or his sheep to care for. 
The ownersbip of even a f uit tree, planted, 
pruned and brought to bearing by his own 
hands, wili inspire him with an interest that 
no mere reward ot wages can give. In ad- 
dition to the cultivation of taste for farm 
life which such a course will cultivate, the 
practical knowledge gained by the boy will 
be of the highest value. Being iatereeted, he 
will be more observant, and will thoroughly 
learn whatever is neceesary for his success.
